Is it bad to let your racket head 
drop on your forehand? 


Billy Talbert: “The racket head 
should never be lowered, and if possi- 
ble it should always be level with the 
wrist. If the head is dropped, control 
is lost, and errors pile up. To keep the 
head of the racket up, simply bend 
your knees on the lower shots”. 


How is the drop-shot used? 


Art Larsen: “The drop-shot is an offen- 
sive weapon. Most spectators cheer 
the player who retrieves it, but they 
don’t realize the effort expended in 
getting to it. Several well employed 
drop-shots can tire an opponent, es- 
pecially in a long five setter. It also 
brings in an opponent who may be a 
poor volleyer. Then on the next play 
he can be passed or lobbed. The fear 
of a drop-shot forces the opposition 
into staying closer to the barrier, thus 
making drives more effective. I person- 
ally like to drop-shot, and will gladly 
lose many games just to see my oppon- 
ent run. If anyone ever makes a point 


on me with a drop shot, I will spend 
the rest of the match getting back at 
him, even if in the process I lose”. 


How tight should your racket be 
strung? 

Gardnar Mulloy: “There are varied 
opinions on the proper tension for a 
string job. Some like their rackets strung 
medium-loose, while others use a racket 
strung almost to warping point. Vic Sei- 
xas probably plays with the tightest ten- 
sion, while I undoubtedly play with 
the loosest. The tighter the strings, 
the faster the ball comes off the racket. 
The longer the ball is held on the 
racket, the better the control. One dis- 
advantage of a tight string job is that 
the ball must be struck practically 
dead center, while in a looser tension, 
many off-center shots are still effective. 
I would suggest using a racket strung to 
your own taste. A net rusher usually 
prefers the tighter strings because the 
ball shoots off the racket, while a 
baseliner generally uses a looser tension 
for the groundstrokes and accurate 
passing shots”.

A new champ was crowned when

outplayed his more agile opponent, 8-10, 
6-3, 6-3. 

After a week of extreme heat, the 
finals were played on a comfortably 
cool day. In the quarter final matches, 
most of the losers claimed “You can’t 
beat the heat!” Berkeley Bell, the top 
American seed who lost to Maxwell, 
stated, “The better man won, but I wish 
I hadn’t been so pooped when I was 
ahead 5-3 in the third set”. Mel Galla- 
gher, who lost to John Sisson, reported, 
“I couldn’t find a shady spot. My legs 
and arms seemed to be burning, and my 
shots looked as though they were baked 
out”. Bernard Clinton, seeded No. 2 and 
trimmed by Harold MacGuffin, re- 
marked with a grin, “It was more a 
battle against the atmosphere than the 
sphere. Guess I’ll go back to Texas and 
cool off!” Harry Hopman, showing 
utter disregard for the intense heat, prac- 
ticed with Hoad before he polished off 


Harold Fields, and went on to play some

What promised to be a wonderful 
semi-final between four of the best con- 
ditioned players in the tournament 
fizzled out.

Hy Woodman, Sports Editor of the New York “Globe- 
Herald,” had an idea. Now that the Amateur Rules Commit- 
tee of the USLTA had unanimously thrown out the player- 
writer rule, the “Globe-Herald” could carry tennis news writ- 
ten by tennis players. Hy had previously depended on foot- 
ball or basketball sports writers to write up tennis tourna- 
ments during the off-season. The results were often dis- 
heartening. Hy looked at the tennis news of the day, written 
by one of the best football commentators in the game. 
“Seixas Wins Close Match” was the banner and under it 
dated “Newport, August 8th,” ran the story. 

Vic Seixas, who is known for the brutal cut he gives the 
ball, played brilliant tennis today to defeat Harrison Vander- 
grift Ill in a first-round match. Harrison put up quite a 
battle, extending Vic before he submitted by scores of 6-0, 
6-1. But Vic’s overhand smashing won the day, Vic fre- 
quently running 15 yards to get the ball. Harrison gave the 
ball a wicked snap on his serve, but Vic too often volleyed 
it for an outright ace. Vic's style is distinctive. He grips the 
racket firmly and he drives a hard backhand smash with a 
lot of cut on it. He frequently hit the ball without letting it 
bounce by giving it a firm drive to a point on the court 
where Harrison wasn’t. 

On one crucial point, when the score was four to love and 
fifteen-fifteen, Vic started to rush toward the net to try for 
an ace. Harrison, realizing there was only one way for him 
to win the point, cleverly hit the ball on the handle of the 
racket. The ball flew high in the air and landed on the last 
line—safe! The point won much applause from the gallery, 
where Mr. and Mrs. Harrison Vandergrift 11 were seated in 
one of the prominent boxes. A few sounds of discourteous 
laughter came from the players’ box. This seemed to un- 
nerve Harrison temporarily, for he lost the set and was 
down five to nothing before he made a comeback. Then he 
proceeded to overwhelm Seixas by taking the next game 
and then pulling out a fifteen to nothing lead. However, 
Vic’s swift serve and his many cuts pulled out the set and the 
match. The gallery gave Harrison a loud cheer at the finale, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Vandergrift I] were surrounded on all 
sides by friends congratulating them. In other results today, 
Bernard Gerhardt defeated Tony Trabert, Andy Stern de- 
feated Billy Talbert and Frank Shields won over Ken Rose- 
wall. 


Hy Woodman shuddered. He decided to arrange for ten- 
nis player-writer coverage at once. He picked up the phone, 
and in five minutes he had talked Cary Tarlton, the Cali- 
fornia Comet, into covering the Newport Tournament. 

On Tuesday morning, Hy picked up the paper and turned 
to the Sports Page. There were two pictures of Cary Tarl- 
ton, followed by the story: 

Cary Tarlton Whips Through Match 
By CARY TARLTON 

Cary Tarlton, whose brilliant and decisive play is always 
a pleasure to watch, waltzed through an easy match today, 
displaying the classic strokes and natural ability of a champ. 
Cary, whose handsome looks and lithe physique make him 
an idol of the galleries, showed perfect coordination as he 
breezed through Joe Gulch 8-10, 9-7, 14-12. 

Cary was never in real trouble. He stroked smooth back- 
hands for placements, he hit powerhouse forehands both 
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crosscourt and down the line, and he volleyed with foree 
and touch. His serve, an easy, graceful motion, powdered 
the lines continuously. Unfortunately, the referee and lines 
men seemed to focus their attention elsewhere. and Tatl 
ton received some of the worst calls that this writer has 
ever witnessed. Tarlton’s anger at the decisions was quite 
justified, and the referee’s unpleasant attitude came in fora 
lot of criticism. 


Dick Savitt fought an uphill battle as he squeaked through, 


Jaroslav Drobny, 6-1, 6-0. Dick’s groundstrokes looked weak 
and uncertain, and it is this writer's opinion that Dick 
would have far more success if he changed his grip and 
softened up on the ball. No Davis Cup Captain in his right 
mind would choose a player of this calibre. Herb Flam, 
who lucked out a 6-2, 6-1 win over Kurt Nielsen, would also 
do well to change his whole style of play. He is definitely 
not Davis Cup material and should not be considered for 
a singles spot. 

Ham Richardson got lucky today and managed to eke by 
Mervin Rose, 6-1, 6-1. Ham is just a flash in the pan. His 
whole game is unsound and he can be dismissed as a has- 
been. Budge Patty gave a very poor exhibition in nosing 
past Ted Schroeder, 6-0, 6-0. He obviously hasn't got it 
Cary Tarlton, whose all-around game and courteous .. . 

He put down the paper and shouted to his assistant, “Get 
me Newport on the phone!” 

On Wednesday morning, Hy reached for the paper and 
turned to the Sports Page. He looked for the story by his 
new tennis columnist, Edward J. Rogers. Rogers, who was 
Second Vice-President of the USLTA, had been ranked No. 
9 in the early Twenties. Rogers was President of the New 
York Stock Exchange and a great tennis enthusiast. Surely 
he had no ax to grind. Hy looked at the story.

I got pretty 
excited during the match, but | managed to stay calm 
enough to pick up a little change by predicting a couple of 
double faults and calling a few service breaks. The Dell- 
Shields victory netted me $360. Yesterday I dropped over 
$100 by betting on that lousy Flam. He never comes 
through when I need it. He was an odds-on favorite, and the 
guy sitting in front of me didn’t know a tennis ball from a 
baseball. Talk about money! And Flam wiped me out. He 
had three chances to take the eleventh game, and he double- 
faulted each time. I'll never put a nickle on him again unless 
I get some good odds .. . 

Hy’s voice shrieked, “Get me Newport!” 

Coach Johnson had been coaching tennis for 51 years, and

Only this way is he sure to be 
beaten. But Patty is stubbern, and a coach can only suggest: 
he cannot compel, 

/ also instructed Ampon on how to beat Patty. Stay back, 
1 said, and return his first crosscourt backhand with a 
down-the-line; then drop one short to his backhand, then 
a deep ball lo his forehand, another sharp crosscouri to 
his forehand, and then you may take the net. But Ampon 
didn't listen to me. It was a very poor match indeed, Neither 
player used strategy, and the whole match can be dismissed 
with one word. Pugh! 

I also discussed his forthcoming match with Adelstein. 
“Listen to me, Adelstein,” | said, “and I'll show you how 
to beat this fellow. First you must serve hard and flat to his 
backhand. Throw in a sizzler. His return will be short. But 
do not follow this ball ino net. Gardini will expect you to, 
but you will fool him. Rush back to the baseline. Give him 
the impression you do not like the net. Then when he is no 
longer wary, you quickly dash in, and catching him nap- 
ping, you take the point.” Adelstein did not listen to me. 
He did not use his head. 

But Gardini was different. For a half hour, | coached him 
before his match. He was very attentive. | warned him 
never to follow a backhand crosscourt with a backhand 
down the line. Adelstein expects that. Always, | said, keep 
your head on your shoulders. This is the main thing. | 
coached him on backcourt strategy and net tactics. | told 
him to topspin to the deep forehand and slice to the short 
backhand. Over and over I repeated this phrase. “And for 
God’s sake,” I said, “keep your head on your shoulders.” 

After I had spoken 30 minutes, | knew he would win if he 
followed my advice. Coach Johnson has seen them all play, 
and it comes down to fundamentals. “Remember,” I warned 
him, “about the backhand slice down the center.” Then I 
found out Gardini couldn't speak English. 

The details of this match will be quickly forgotten. The 
main point is, neither player listened to Coach Johnson .. . 

Hy’s head rested on his desk. He wasn’t sleeping: his 
glands were pumping endocrine. At the end of ten minutes, 
he raised his head, reached for a pencil and began to write 
rapidly. 

The next morning, Hy picked up the Sunday papers. He 
turned to the Sports Page and he read every word slowly 
and greedily. 

The Newport Tournament 
By HY WOODMAN 

An important and basic rule was recently abandoned by 
the USLTA. This rule is fundamental if we are to preserve 
the amateur athletic status of young American players. The 
rule prohibits players from writing about tournaments in 
which they are currently competing. The Globe-Herald takes 
a forthright stand on the necessity for retaining such a 
regulation. We urge officials of the Amateur Rules Com- 
mittee to reconsider their hasty revocation of the Player- 
Writer Rule .. 

Hy Woodman smiled and gently folded his paper. 
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August 24. Fifteen foreign and 
twenty-nine top American players made 
up the impressive tournament list at the 
Nassau Country Club. Tony Trabert won 
his first leg on the Challenge Bowl by 
pounding through upsetter Bob Perry, 
6-3, 6-4, in the finals. 

The Nassau Bowl is one of the most 
prized of tennis trophies. The impres- 
sive list of past winners includes Don 
Budge, Ellsworth Vines, Frankie Parker, 
Wilmer Allison, Don McNeill, and 
Bobby Riggs. The tournament died sev- 
eral years before the war, and it was 
not until last year that Walter Pate, 
former Davis Cup captain, together 
with Pierre Harang, re-inaugurated the 
traditional championships. The event is 
strictly a tune-up for the Nationals; 
therefore no doubles are played and all 
matches are limited to the best of three 
sets. 

Although Trabert was the eventual 
winner, Los Angeles’ lanky Bob Perry 
was the hero of the abbreviated tourna- 
ment. He served well, hit his ground- 
strokes with power and accuracy, and 
fulfilled the predictions of champs like 
Jack Kramer by knocking off the No. | 
and No. 7 ranking players in the U. S. 
Bob started slowly against Charlie Mas- 
terson (4-6, 9-7, 6-4), then gained mo- 
mentum as he defeated Gene Garrett, 
myself and Ham Richardson. 

The early rounds were full of upsets. 
Fred Hagist, who had won over the 
Human Backboard (Tony Vincent) the 
week before, defeated the Wimbledon 
runner-up, Kurt Nielsen. Kurt seemed 
lackadaisical, while Fred more than 
made up for a weak early season by 
forcing the play and taking command 
against Europe’s most respected player. 

Clif Mayne played fine tournament 
tennis to defeat Torben Ulrich in 
straight sets. At the same time, genial 
Gene Garrett knocked off another 
foreign star, lan Ayre. Herb Flam, back 
on the circuit for the first time since 
last summer, took care of Clive Wilder- 
spin. This left only one foreigner out 
of the 15 who entered at the end of the 
2nd day. The lone survivor, Sven David- 
son, stayed in by knocking off Gibby 
Shea in a close two-setter.

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England’s Miss Wiles 


DOWN WITH THE 
AMERICANS

A TREATISE ON ENGLISH IMPARTIALITY 


The other day, at a match at the 
Hurlingham, two women made them- 
selves particularly conspicuous by their 
attitude toward the game in progress. 
Their conduct was noted and deplored. 
They were applauding two Americans 
within the otherwise sacred precincts 
of the Hurlingham. They must be 
interlopers of the worst sort. ‘hey 
must be Americans. When questioned, 
however, .as to why they were behaving 
in this uncalled for way, they dropped 
a bombshell as had not been heard in 
England since the last of the V-2s. 
They said that they possessed. British 
passports.. Worse, they admitted to 
being English. 


The confusion caused by this remark 
cannot be easily imagined by those not 
conversant with the English attitude 
toward tennis. Fortunately, it proved 
that these two women were not quite 
as guilty as had at first appeared. They 
had only made a slight technical error. 
They had mistaken Gardnar Mulloy 
for George Worthington. Naturally, 
having discovered their mistake, they 
apologised and hastily ceased clapping 
in case they made another faux pas. 
The honour of the English as specta- 
tors had been vindicated. 


This attitude towards American 
players was not so noticeable imme- 
diately after the war. As far as the 
English were concerned, the Ameri- 
cans did not exist. There was an air 
of quiet serenity about Wimbledon. 
No one yet knew that Budge had won 
Wimbledon twice and Riggs had won 
orice since Perry had turned pro. It 
is highly doubtful whether anyone, at 
that time, realized that Perry was no 
longer playing at Wimbledon, because 
in this idyllic island of Arcadianism,

“This precious stone set in the silver 
sea, against the envy of less happier 
lands,” professionals are not recog- 
nised. 

By 1948, the English realized that 
the British players were not walking 
away with all of the kudos. Certain 
American players were winning more 
events than was thought to be quite 
right for people who came from one 
of the “less happier lands.” It was 
therefore decided that the Americans 
must be taught a lesson, both on and 
off the court. 


Partisanship was first noted during 
the finals of the Men’s Doubles, in 
1948, when an American pair played 
Bromwich, who was always a favour- 
ite with the British gallery, and Sedg- 
man, the popular young Aussie. 
Naturally the crowd wanted Bromwich 
and Sedgman to win. Who didn’t? 
Only my mother and myself. A brave 
woman, my mother, who risked being 
the victim of mob violence to clap the 
American pair. I, being of a retiring 
nature, tried to look as though my 
mother did not belong to me. 


A description of one match of this 
kind covers all the others, so I will not 
bore you with a long recital. In fact, 
unless you are interested in tennis, 
it is non-essential to watch a match in 
which an American is playing. All 
one has to do is to sit on a far-distant 
outside court at Wimbledon, when a 
match is in progress on the Centre 
Court, and listen. I guarantee to be 
able to tell the score at any point dur- 
ing the game from merely listening to 
the applause following each point. 


What started as a small trickle of 
antagonism against the Americans, 
when it was found that rooting for the 


English players was a waste of time, 
has now become an avalanche which is 
completely out of control. In no other 
sport is this anti-American attitude so 
noticeable. Perhaps in no other sport 
are the English so hopelessly out 
classed. This policy of “Down with 
the Americans” is now applied to all 
matches in which they compete. The 
English will cheer any player of any 
colour, political creed, or faith so long 
as he or she is playing against an 
American. 

Take a look at the English Press, 
Often the Pressmen disagree amongst 
themselves. Take the example quoted 
by Pat Hughes in “British Lawn Ten 
nis” after a match between Maureen 
Connolly and Doris Hart. He writes, 
“According to Lance Tingay in the 
Daily Telegraph, Miss Hart won by 
slowing down her opponent.” On the 
other hand, Frank Rostron, the Lawn 
Tennis Correspondent of the Daily 
Express, wrote “Miss Hart took five 
games in a row with a_ blistering 
attack.” 

Take the Mulloy-Stockenburg match 
last year, which caused so much com 
motion. Feelings ran so high as @ 
result of the press notices given to this 
match that if the English had had an 
Ellis Island, that is where Mr. Mulloy 
would have spent the rest of his so 
journ in Britain. 


May I here say that we have no 
Committee of Un-English Activities as 
yet, but I fear, should one be formed, 
I shall be for the high jump for having 
written this. So in penance I must pick 
up my little Union Jack, hie me to 
some tennis court and applaud some 
English player, then top it off by 
watching the Americans and giving 
few hearty boos.

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TRABERT WINS NEWPORT

In recent years, Newport has won a 
reputation for being the toughest of the 
pre-'orest Hills tournaments. This 
year’s tournament was no exception. In 
the draw were the best players from 
Japan, Chile, Mexico, England, Den- 
mark, Australia and the United States. 
With so many tough competitors, Tony 
Trabert deserves an extra pat on the 
back for celebrating his 23rd birthday 
by winning both the singles and the 
doubles. 

En route to becoming the 72nd win- 
ner of the Newport Casino Tournament, 
Tony beat Oklahoma’s John Been, 6-4, 
7-5; Luis Ayala of Chile in three sets; 
Jacque Grigry, 6-3, 8-6; the vastly im- 
proved Straight Clark in a close five- 
setter; Ken Rosewall in three straight 
sets of superlative all-court tennis; and 
Vic Seixas, the Wimbledon champ, in 
five dramatic and spirited sets. 

Vic’s road to the finals was slightly 
easier. He won, in turn, over Roger 
Becker of England, 6-2, 6-2; Rafael 
Ortega of the Mexican Davis Cup team 
who was playing with a badly sprained 
ankle, 6-1, 6-0; and Sid Schwartz in two 
6-4 sets in which Vic was always in con- 
trol. In the quarters, he met up with 
Mervyn Rose and they played a gruell- 
ing five setter in which Vic’s remarkable 
condition and fighting qualities paid 
off. Rose led two sets to one, having won 
the third 15-13. In the semi-finals, Vic 
trimmed a tired Ham Richardson in 
three straight sets. 

The finals was a discouraging one 
for Vic. He took the close first set and 
as Tony faltered, Vic raised his game 
to near perfection and rapidly won the 
second, 6-0. In the third set, games fol- 
lowed service with Tony still unable to 
break Vic. Then Vic twisted his knee 
while stretching for a volley. After a 
slight delay, Tony began to net rush 
both on his serve and behind his fine 
returns of serve. To Vic’s credit, he 
did not default. Tony sensed the turn- 
ing of the match and maintained con- 
tinuous pressure. He won the next three 
sets for the title, although Vic was dan- 
gerous right to the end and would prob- 
ably have beaten any lesser player. Vic- 
tory must have been sweet for Tony. 
for he beat the only two players who 
have defeated him on the cireuit this 
year—namely Vic and Ken. 

Among the exciting matches of the 
week were Clark’s close wins over Kurt 
Nielsen and Pancho Contreras; Rex 
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Hartwig’s over Gil Shea and handsome 
Noel Brown; Noel’s victory over Torben 
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Ulrich, who was forced to default in 
the third set; and Rosewall’s wins over 
Hartwig and myself after being down 
5-0 and 4-1 respectively to each of us. 
Rose had an exciting match with Bur- 
rows which Hal might readily have won 
had he only punched a few volleys 
rather than ground-stroked them as he 
has a tendency to do. Ham Richardson 
had several excellent wins over Lew 
Hoad, Ian Ayre, and Mario Llamas. 
Other good matches were Tut Bartzen 
over Clif Mayne in three sets, Ayre over 
Gene Garrett in 3, Schwartz over Robin 
Wilner, myself over Bob Perry, Wilner 
over Kosei Kamo who had beaten him 
the week before, and Grigry over Aussie 
Clive Wilderspin. Sixteen-year-old Mike 
Green made a surprisingly good show- 
ing against Ian Ayre, losing only 6-4 in 
the third set. 

The doubles were won by Seixas and 
Trabert in three sets of fast and good 
tennis over the pick-up team of Bill Tal- 
bert and Ham Richardson. The latter 
eliminated the Aussie wonder boys and 
Wimbledon champs, Hoad and Rose- 
wall, in the semis. Other than their 
match with Perry-Schwartz, who had 
beaten Nielsen-Ulrich in a_ surprise, 
Seixas and Trabert were never in seri- 
ous trouble and were easily the class of 
a classy field. 

No record of what happened at New- 
port this year would be complete with- 
out mentioning Chairman James B. Van 
Alen’s warm hospitality to all the play- 
ers. His desire to be fair led him to in- 
novate a qualifying tournament on the 
Saturday and Sunday before the main 
tournament. Over twenty players not 
normally given any consideration were 
granted the opportunity of trying out 
for eight spots. Those who qualified 
were Schwartz, Been, Sullivan, Sweeney, 
Moss, Cohen, Kaiser, and Green. Per- 
haps eventually the same will be done in 
other tournaments where a similar con- 
dition exists.

Australia’s Mervyn Rose and Rex 
Hartwig won the 1953 National Doubles 
by overcoming the veteran combine of 
William Talbert and myself, 6-4, 4-6.

With a day of rest Hal and Straight 
came back against Billy and me, but 
their games were not quite up to the 
standard they produced against ‘the 
Aussies. Luck was with us, and we re- 
ceived several crucial points via net 
cords which enabled us to break through 
Clark for the second set after they had 
safely put away the first. In the third 
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and fourth, which Billy and I also won.

August 2. The successful combination 
of the Detroit News and William Clay 
Ford, aided by the Detroit Tennis Pa- 
trons Association and the Department 
of Parks and Recreation, produced the 
nation’s largest tennis tournament. Ex- 
actly 2,415 contestants, from the ages 
of 6 to 72, came from a 40-mile radius 
to participate in a tourney limited to 
novices only. 

The Detroit News Novice Event was 
begun on a limited scale by the author 
in 1933. It was dropped during the 
war and not revived until 1952. When 
William C. Ford came into the picture, 
the event assumed gigantic proportions. 
He is a vice-president of the Ford Motor 
Co. and an outstanding player, who won 
his letters in tennis at Michigan and 


Yale. 


The 1952 meet was held in a 25-mile 
radius and attracted a surprising 1,578 
players! Within one year, by enlarging 
the radius, an additional 1,000 entries 
were secured. 


Before the 1953 tourney began, a 
tremendous group instruction plan was 
offered to the public. Local pros, ama- 
teurs, and the sporting goods companies 
provided the teachers. Hundreds of in- 
terested novices flocked to the 44 tennis 
centers.

A Fortnight’s Tennis In Belgium 





August 2. Quite recently, | was asked 
to give some comments on tennis played 
in this country. I doubted very much 
whether readers would be interested in 
what was going on here. However, as 
little Belgium (at least 250 times smaller 
than the United States) 
winning the Davis Cup, European Zone, 
I gather she is well on the map again. 

I presume I need not go into detail 
as to how our top string team of Philip 
Washer and Jacky Brichant vanquished 
first the Italians in the semis and then 
the Danes in the finals of the Davis Cup 
European Zone by the smallest possible 
margin of 3-2 in both encounters. At 
least it is a consolation to note that we 
“Gauls” (old Belgium) were not over- 
run by the “Romans” and the “Vik- 
ings”, as was the case centuries ago. 

Our boys will soon be en route to 
Australia to play in the interzone finals 
next December, where ambitions are 
great but limited in view of the tough 
opposition ahead. 

The 21st of July is Independence 
Day in Belgium and, appropriately 
enough, during the week we have our 
national tennis championships reserved 
uniquely to Belgian citizens. Normally 
the Championships are played both in

women’s and men’s singles, doubles, and 
mixed. However, instead of the five 
events foreseen, only the women’s 
events were held. 

The reason for this was that the Davis 
Cup match final in Copenhagen was 
played the same week-end, and to enable 
Washer to defend his last year’s single 
and doubles title, the men’s and mixed 
events were deferred until the last week- 
end in August. 

In the women’s singles, Miss Chris- 
tianne Mercelis proved to be by far the 
best player. She gained the title with 
only sporadic resistance on the part of 
her opponents. However, in the semis, 
she dropped the first set to Mrs. Van 
Cutsem (the former Miss de Borman) 
but the latter lost complete foothold in 
the last two sets owing to the cham- 
pion’s consistent pressure. Miss Nany 
de Ridder (last year’s champion) lost 
to Mrs. Coessens more by her shaky 
morale than the latter’s worth. Ever 
since the beginning of the season, she 
has been seeking to regain her pre- 
vious year’s form. 

In the ladies doubles final, Miss 
Mercelis, partnered with Mrs. Van 
Cutsem, gained a second title after a 
very close match, scraping through with 
a 6-4 win in the last set. In this match, 
Mrs. Isaac was the predominant figure 
of the four antagonists. However, she 
was greatly upset when a person in- 
formed some spectators during a crucial 
moment of the game that Belgium was 
on the point of triumphing against the 
Danes. At this announcement, many 
spectators left the court and those who 
remained dwindled down to a mere 
handful. The rest of the crowd made a 
rush to the club-house of the Leopold 
to listen to the radio commentary on the 
exploits of our players in Copenhagen. 

On the next week-end (the 25th and 
26th of July), an I. C. meeting was held 
between Great Britain and Belgium in 
Le Zoute, which is THE “chic” seaside 
resort on the Belgian Coast. Before the 
encounter, we held great hopes of final 
victory since Philip Washer and Jacky 
Brichant were included on the team. 
Unfortunately for our side, Washer was

detained in Switzerland where his father, 
Jean Washer (our top-player from 1918 
to 1926), is convalescing from a recent 
operation. At the time of writing, we 
are pleased to learn that his health is 
improving. 

Thus all our hopes rested on Jacky 
Brichant who unluckily these _ last 
months had been heavily keyed up in 
preparation for his Davis Cup matches. 
He lost his tension and fighting spirit 
and he played a kind of garden-party 
tennis, which on the whole was not un- 
attractive, but the result was unproduc- 
tive. Consequently no points came from 
him either in singles or in doubles with 
Pierre Geelhand. 

Great Britain on their side had their 
best player, Tony Mottram. They also 
called upon Hans Van Swol’s services 
from the Netherlands, and both won 
their ties against Brichant. Our only two 
points were due to Washer’s absence. 
Geelhand was called to play singles in 
his place and won his match against 
Lewis by a marathon score. The next 
day, I replaced the exhausted Geelhand 
and was lucky enough to pull through 
in a long drawn-out game in the last set’ 
against Oakley. 

The final score gave the I. C. of Great 
Britain a 16-2 victory. I am beginning 
to wonder whether Belgium is really on 
the map at all. Nevertheless I can only 
deduct that the Belgian I. C. players 
have the I. C. spirit well rooted in them 
and most readily conceded all their 
matches to our distinguished visitors. It 
looks as if Geelhand and myself will be 
threatened dismissal from the Belgian 
I. C. for ungentlemanly manners. 

On the 27 to 30th of July, the annual 
tournament at Ostend, which is the larg- 
est town along the Belgian coast, had 
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a siall international participation with 
Mrs. Brewer of the British West Indies 
as the leading player. 

liowever, Mrs. Brewer in the ladies 
singles final had bad luck. She lost to 
Miss Mercelis, who was fresh from win- 
ning the national title the week before. 
She played confidently, and this time 
was successful in turning the tables. She 
was beaten at the Queen’s club a month 
before by Mrs. Brewer. 

The men’s singles final was an all 
French affair with two youngsters from 
Northern France having a dual amongst 
themselves. Whilst Nys in the semi-final 
left the best impression, having to his 
credit a brilliant victory against Brich- 
ant, it was nevertheless his teammate, 
Lemyze, who gathered the palm and 
played consistent tennis after a hesitant 
start. 

The men’s doubles and mixed finals 
were a one-sided concern, with Philip 
Washer the matchwinner and predomi- 
nant figure in both events. 

During the first week-end of August, 
an international match was played be- 
tween France and Belgium at Spa, a 
town situated near the German frontier 
and renowned for its healing waters 
and as being the rainiest spot in Bel- 
gium. It did not fail to live up to its 
reputation. 

Belgium, in the absence of the top 
French players (Haillet, Remy and Mrs. 
Chatrier), had a fine opportunity for 
victory, considering that their best team 
was represented. 

After the first day’s play, no upsets 
were registered and the 3-3 score was 
what one could anticipate as normal. 
The second day, however, Washer had 
an off-day and lacked inspiration. He 
lost a valuable point to Destremau, the 
new national French champion. Destre- 
mau played steadily throughout against 
an erratic opponent, and he won in 
straight sets. 

The rest of the results were standard, 
but France, thanks to the latter key- 
match, reaped a well-deserved success 
to the detriment of a bewildered Belgian 
side. This goes to prove that our two 
top crack players have to uphold a heavy 
burden and cannot expect to work 
wonders on every occasion.

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“I PLAYED DAVIS CUP”

| had dreamed of playing in a Davis 
Cup match for years, but my oppor- 
tunity came as unexpectedly as rain in 
West Texas. I was still in the Army at 
the time, and by virtue of winning sev- 
eral tournaments in the southwest, and 
also the Fourth Army Tournament, my 
superiors were good enough to permit 
me to play a few of the big Eastern 
tournaments. 


U. S. vs. Cuba, 1952 

| arrived in Philly after driving 3 
days, and there the news greeted me that 
I was on the 3-man team to play against 
Cuba. Gardnar Mulloy was to be the 
Captain and Hugh Stewart was the other 
member. I immediately called Mulloy, 
who was playing at Indianapolis, and 
asked what his instructions were. 

The conversation was rather one- 
sided, and went something like this 
(cussing omitted): “What are you do- 
ing in Philly? . . . How am I supposed 
to run a team that’s spread over hell 
and half of Georgia? . . . Get yourself 
to Cincinnati and start practicing.” 

The next day, at 3 o'clock, Stewart 
and I were hammering away on the 
courts of the Cincy T. C. The Japanese 
Tie was to be held there the same week, 
so besides Hugh, Coach and I, there 
were Vic, “Tappy’ and Talbert. We got 
plenty of practice. Coach saw to that. 
Many a day Hugh and I would stagger 
up to the Club House after our daily 5 
sets only to be sent back for some “con- 
ditioning”. By the time we left for 
Havana we were really fit. Even Hugh 
was feeling good, though he complained 
at first about my getting him up at 6:00 
every morning. 

We received a cordial welcome in 
Havana, and an hour after checking in 
the Hotel National, we were at the Club 
practicing. Coach saw to it that we got 
our practice in the heat of the day in 
contrast to the Cubans, who practiced 
mostly in the late afternoon. In my 
opinion this was the biggest single fac- 
tor in our winning so one-sidedly. The 
day after we arrived, Coach told Hugh 
and me that we would play the singles 
and that he and Hugh would play the 
doubles. This was a great relief to both 
of us, as we could now concentrate on 
our games and not have to worry the 
day before the match who would be 
playing what. 

I played the opening match against 
Orlando Garrido and won in three 


straight sets. The thing I remember most 
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about this match, aside from it being 
my first Davis Cup match, was an inci- 
dent in the 3rd set. As I was changing 
courts, Coach said, “You're playing it 
right, but if you get in trouble, come 
to the net on his backhand and he al- 
ways hits cross-court.” “OK Coach”, and 
I go back to serve. There was a long 
exchange on the first point, and | 
finally went to the net, following in to 
Garrido’s backhand, and waited confi- 
dently for the cross-court. Well, his re- 
turn went down the line about 90 
M.P.H. I looked at Coach and he looked 
at me, shrugged and spat in his cus- 
tomary manner. Unless you know 
Mulloy, you can’t fully appreciate this. 

Hugh won in straight sets against Dr. 
Weiss in the 2nd match. “Huge”, as 
the girls called him, was hitting his 
forehand unusually well, and together 
with his serve, he was always in com- 
mand. 

Hugh and Gar won the doubles for 
our winning point, and the following 
day I defeated Reynaldo Garrido and 
Hugh beat Orlando for the fifth match. 

We made many friends in Cuba and 
were treated with utmost consideration 
and kindness the whole week we were 
there. The Garrido brothers should im- 
prove a lot by going to school in 
Florida, where they will have an op- 
portunity to play good competition all 
year.

One day, during Wimbledon, Mulloy 
and I were building up each other’s 
egos a little, and out of the foggy sky, 
he says, “We are playing B. W. I. in the 
semi-finals of the American Zone in 
July. It’s only 110 degrees there so you 
should receive prime consideration.” As 
it turned out, there was quite a bit of 
unconscious truth in his statement: (1) 
During the week of the Clay Courts, I 
was notified | was on the team, (2) 
Mulloy was Captain, and (3) it was 
110 degrees, but just in the shade. This 
time Bob Perry, the California ground- 
stroker, was the third member of our 
team. 

Bob and I were to leave from Chicago 
and meet Coach in Kingston a day later. 
Bob and I arrived there, right on sched- 
ule, and Judas! was it hot! I only know 
of two hotter places, and Texas is one 
of them. The British are known for 
their methodical manner, and Jamaica 
was no exception. Everything went off 
like clockwork. We went through cus- 


toms, had several pictures taken, two 
newspaper interviews and a tape record- 
ing of both of us, all in less than 15 
minutes. It would have shocked Lynn 
Belvedere. 

That afternoon, we had our first 
workout on the grass courts of the St. 
Andrews Club where the Tie was to be 
held. The courts were different from any 
I ever played on, the grass being very 
coarse, but it had a true bounce, and 
in general | enjoyed playing on them. 

I think Coach was a little leary of 
having a Texan with him in territory 
where the population was predominantly 
colored. But we got along famously, 
and by the time we left, the ball boys 
were calling me “Boss” and I was re- 
taliating with “Chief”. 

Gar arrived two days after me and 
took up the reins of his team in his cas- 
ual but efficient manner. In our first get- 
together, he told us that he and I would 
play the singles and he and Perry the 
doubles. Perry would play the 3rd day 
if one of us got a sunstroke, which 
wasn’t out of the realm of possibility. 

This match marked the entry of 
B. W. I. into Davis Cup competition, 
and interest in the matches ran high. 
The crowds were large and the publicity 
was very good. 

I played Ron Cooper in the opening 
match and won more easily than I would 
have had Ron not been so nervous. 
Mulloy followed me with a straight set 
win over Ian McDonald, who is their 
best player. On the second day, Gar and 
Bob came through with the winning 
doubles match. On the 3rd day, Bob 
repeated my win over Cooper and I 
defeated McDonald. Thus we emerged 
without the loss of a set against a team 
who fought spiritedly on their own 
grounds. 

They are a team who are capable of 
improving a lot, particularly if they 
challenge in a zone outside the Ameri- 
can. Of course, there is the possibility 
that America will win the Davis Cup 
this year and therefore would not be a 
stumbling block for B. W. I. next year. 

The hospitality in Jamaica was some- 
thing that would be hard to exceed or 
equal, for that matter. The final night of 
our stay was marked with a very pleas- 
ant dinner dance at which His Excel- 
lency the Governor, Sir Hugh Foot and 
Lady Foot were the guests of honor. 

The crowds in Jamaica were the fair- 
est I have ever played before, and after 
the Tie they were far from discouraged 
about their future possibilities and po- 
tential. When we were asked our opinion 
about improvements that could be made 
to enhance their chances, we gave it 
honestly, and I expect the B. W. I. to 
take it to heart and come back next year 
with a much more skillful team. 
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THE FOREHAND 


THE PROPER STANCE, BACKSWING AND FOLLOW-THROUGH

HARRY LIKAS 


Harry Likas, the Nation’s tenth-ranking player, is considered to have the most classical-looking 
ground strokes in the game today. He has come East in the last two years only for the National 
Championships, and generally confines his play to the hard courts in the San Francisco area. His 
full-time job, with the San Francisco division of Cadillac, has limited his play in competition. 


Several players come to mind when 
thinking of good forehands, and I be- 
lieve it is no mere coincidence that a 
basic pattern can be seen in each and 
every one of them. Why shouldn't 
there be? Obviously there will be dif- 
ferences of individual physique, grip, 
dexterity, etc., but there nevertheless 
remain three or four characteristics of 


ALL GOOD FOREHANDS. 
When I think of good forehands, the 


following players come to mind: Drob- 
ny, Tom Brown, Mulloy, Moylan, Hugh 
Stewart, Shields and McNeill, to men- 
tion the amateurs; and Kramer, Tilden, 
Perry, Vines and Segura in the pros. 
Obviously, the above list is not meant 
to be all inclusive, but by the same 
token, many high ranking players, past 
and present, are not listed. They do 
not have what one would call an out- 
‘standing forehand and their success re- 
sulted from other factors. 


The players named above are dis- 
similar in many ways. Their forehands 
might look different, but in taking a 
closer look, a very definite pattern ap- 
pears in all of them: 


First, you will notice that all have a 
circular-pendulum backswing, achieved 
by the racket head going back high 
(the average height is opposite the face 
of the player). True, Kramer does not 
take it back as high as do Mulloy and 
Drobny, but that is due to the peculiar 
way in which he holds the racket butt 
in the middle of his palm. This is his 
own idiosyncracy and is not recom- 
mended. 
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In doing this, the wrist and forearm 
remain firm and in an unbroken line. 
The elbow serves as a focal point from 
which to rotate the pendulum. The el- 
bow is neither glued to the side nor is 
it flapping in the breeze. It just hangs 
naturally. 

Secondly, as the pendulum passes the 
face and the racket goes past the right 
shoulder to complete the half circle, it 
comes forward flat faced, but coming 
up and over and on the OUTSIDE of 
ball. “Hug” or “grip” the ball. This 
means you will be getting some strings 
on the outer part of the ball, as op- 
posed to the part closest to you, and 
you will be coming up and over the 
ball. 

The ball is hit opposite the center of 
the body or a few inches to the left. 
The finish is natural. Just let the 
weight and racket go through. Don’t 
point it or hold it as some coaches 
might direct. The finish is an effect, 
and if the stroke is sound, the finish 
will take care of itself. Obviously, 
some shots will be hit flat and some 
perhaps on the ‘inside. This is all to 
the good if you have the basic top-spin 
drive well grooved. Getting on the out- 
side of the ball and coming up and 
over is the percentage shot and the one 
you will use most. This is the stroke 
that enables you to make the tough 
ones. 

Some pros belittle footwork and 
claim the forward foot need not be 
brought around in front of the rear 
foot. They even show pictures to de- 
monstrate how leading players “belly 
the net.” Naturally in a tough match 





many shots will be hit in all degrees 
of positions, but just check the baste 
footwork of the players named above. 
Notice in warming up how that for- 
ward foot comes around (how else 
would the body be brought around to 
give the “pendulum” effect?). Once 
the base is grooved and mastered, it is 
amazing how many liberties may be 
taken, providing you do not lose the 
basic rhythm. Almost all good fore- 
hands are hit with the forward foot 
coming around in front of or past the 
rear foot. 


To sum up, get the pendulum effect 
on your backswing; get on the outside 
of the ball; finish your stroke naturally 
across the body; be sure the forward 
foot was brought around. 


Do not take the racket head back 
(which is proper procedure in the 
backhand), or come forward on the in- 
side of the ball; do not hold your arm 
stiff or your shoulder locked, or lift 


(which is advisable on the backhand) ;' 


do not “belly the net.” 


In improving your forehand, beware 
of the instructor whose pupils serve 
well or hit good backhands, but are 
having forehand trouble. Pick an in- 
structor whose pupils hit a forehand 
well, even though they hit the fence 
with their backhand. Not many in- 
structors understand both. It is really 
an easy shot to learn if you are work- 
ing on the right pattern. My dad 
taught me the forehand at the age of 
eight, and it has always been a shot I 
could depend on, even with my eyes 
closed. It must be easy!
